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In the next week or two the dif- 
ferent agricultural societies in this 
district will be holding their annual 
exhibitions, at which no doubt there 
will be a good display of the various 
products of the farm and garden. 
That these exhibitions are a benefit 
it would be foolish to deny, and the 
agricultural societies are entitled to 
credit for doing a certain amount of 
good in holding them. But we do 
not think that these socieꝛies should 
content themselves with holding a 
local show once a year. It would 
be of untold advantage to this dis 
trict if they would each year send an 
exhibit of the products of the soil 
and of other industries to the eastern 
Provinces and to Great Britain. 
Such an exhibit would do more in 
one season to open the eyes of the 
people of other countries to the 
capabilities of this wonderful land 
than all the newspaper articles that 
could be written in a life time. We 
do not say that newspaper articles 
do no good in advertising a country; 
on the other hand, we believe that 
much is accomplished by the press 
in that direction; but it must be ad 
mitted that a man, in England for 
instance, in reading a glowing ac 
count—never mind how truc it may 
be—in a newspaper published here, 
of the capabilities and resources of 
Saskatchewan is very apt to look 
upon it with a certain amount of 
suspicion. And we cannot very well 
blame him, We are in a position to 
give him better evidence of the ad- 
vantages our country offers as a field 
for settlement, of the productiveness 
of the soil and the nature of the 
climate. People in the east have 
the idea that grain cannut mature on 
the Saskatchewan. The best way to 
convince them that it not only ma- 
tures, but grades equa! to the best 
raised in the world, is to send them 
asample. We believe that even a 
small exhibit sent to different places 
in the other Provinces would turn 
many an intending immigrant in this 
direction. The cost of transporta 
tion would not be great, and it is no: 
yet too late in the season to move 
nthe matter. We consider that 
the Government grant could not be 
put to a better use by our agricultu 
ral societies, and we hope to see 


them act on our suggestion.

SAD DROWNING ACCIDENT.

The 
news of the death of their only child came 
with a shock of terrible suddenness to 
Mr. and Mrs. Stewart, and they have 
the heartfelt spmpathy of the entire com- 
munity in their great bereavement.
